Town  Meeting  Warrant 


Essex,  ss.    To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Middleton  in  the  County  of  Essex: 

In  the  name  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of 
said  Town,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  Town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Howe-Manning  School  Auditorium  in  said  Middle- 
ton  on  Tuesday  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following 
articles; — 

ARTICLE  1.    To  hear  and  act  on  Committee  Reports. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1955,  and  to  issue  a  note  or 
notes  therefore  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  such  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one 
year  in  accordance  with  Chapter  44,  Section  17  of  the  General  Laws. 

.\RTICLE  3.    To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  defray  the  Town  Expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  use  $12,000.00  from  available  funds  to  reduce  the 
tax  rate. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Chapter  41,  Section  100  A  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts 
Ter.  Cent.  Ed.  as  amended  which  enables  the  Town  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  Indemnification  of  Officers  or  Employees 
for  damages  to  others  incurred  on  account  of  injuries  arising  out  of  their  operation  of  Town  owned  vehicles. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $640.00  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  Allan 
Marshall  for  a  property  damage  claim  against  him  by  one,  Edward  Marchewka,  while  said  Marshall  was  engaged  in  the 
business  of  the  Town. 

.\RTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing 
Allan  Marshall  for  personal  injui-y  claims  against  him  by  Edward  Marchewka  and  Mary  Marchesini  while  the  said  Allan 
Marshall  was  engaged  in  the  business  of  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  40,  Section  5  (1),  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00  to  pay  a  proper  charge  for  effecting  insurance  for  the  protection  of  any  officer  or  employee,  or  volunteer  driver 
approved  by  the  Selectmen;  again.?t  los.";  by  reason  of  his  liability  to  pay  damages  to  others  caused  by  the  operation,  within 
the  scope  of  his  duties  or  emt)loyment,  of  motor  vehicles  owned  by  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  9.  On  petition  of  the  Honor  Roll  Committee  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,600.00  to  erect  a  monument  for  World  War  II  Veterans. 

ARTICLE  10.  On  petition  of  Joseph  S.  Connor,  and  others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  portions  of  the  streets,  namely, 
Curtis  Avenue,  Phaneuf  Street,  north  portion,  beginning  at  a  point  at  the  intersection  with  Boston  Street  and  extending 
easterly  for  a  distance  of  three  hundred  feet.  Phaneuf  Stre3t,  south  portion  beginning  at  a  point  at  the  intersection  of 
Boston  Street  and  extending  easterly  for  a  distance  of  six  hundred  feet  as  shown  on  a  plan  entitled  Subdivision  Plan  in 
Middleton  for  Wm.  V.  Heard,  Esquire. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  permit  the  Middleton  Historical  Society  the  use  of  the  former  Town  jail  as  a  museum 
as  long  as  the  Society  maintains  it  as  such;  said  Society  to  undertake  such  repairs  as  are  necessary  to  make  the  building 
usable  for  this  purpose. 

ARTICLE  12.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  give  the  bell  formerly  hung  in  the  old  fire  house  to  the  Middleton  Historical  Society 

for  preservation  as  an  object  of  historical  interest  to  the  Town. 
ARTICLE  13.    On  petition  of  the  Fire  Chief  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $1,800.00  to  buy  the  following 

radio  equipment,  three  (3)  mobile  units,  and  one  (1)  remote  control  unit.  This  amount  to  be  taken  from  available  funds. 
ARTICLE  14.    On  petition  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 

appoint  one  of  its  members  to  the  office  of  Town  Counsel  for  the  ensuing  year  at  a  salary  of  $600.00  in  accordance  with 

Section  4  A  of  Chapter  41  (Ter.  Ed.)  of  the  General  Laws. 
ARTICLE  15.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  or  its  Agent,  to  hire  one  of  its 

members  from  time  to  time  as  a  lineman  at  an  hourly  Salai-y  of  $1.55  in  accordance  with   Section  4A  of   Chapter  41 

(Ter.  Ed.)  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 
ARTICLE  16.    On  peition  of  the  Howe-Manning  School  Parent-Teachers  Association,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 

appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  a  summer  recreational  program  to  be  administered  by  the  Park  Department. 
ARTICLE  17.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  $775.00  which  together  with   the  exchange 

value  of  the  present  1953  Ford  Police  Car  is  to  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Police  Cruiser  for  the  use  of  the 

Police  Department,  to  be  purchased  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  provided  in  the  By-Laws,  agreeable  to  the  petition  of 

the  Chief  of  Police. 

ARTICLE  18.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  by  adopting  the  proposed  amendments  thereto  set 
forth  in  a  publication  entitled  "Proposed  Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Middleton",  referred  to  in  the  notice 
of  public  hearing  thereon,  and  distributed  to  all  voters  in  connection  with  said  notice,  including  amendments  to  the  zoning 
districts  shown  on  a  new  zoning  map  entitled  "Zoning  District  Map  of  the  Town  of  Middleton,"   dated  July   1954,  also 
referred  to  in  said  notice,  and  displayed  at  said  hearing  and  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  prior  thereto;  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto  according  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Board. 
ARTICLE  19.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Building  By-Laws  by  striking  out  Sections  8  through  10,  inclusive, 
and  substituting  a  new  section  10  therefor  as  set  forth  in  a  publication  entitled  "Proposed  Amendments  to  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Town  of  Middleton,"  distribluted  to  all  voters;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto,  according  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Planning  Board. 
ARTICLE  20.    To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  provide  off  the  street  parking  in 
front  of  the  school  building  —  area  to  be  hot-topped  and  a  curb  provided  approximately  twenty  feet  beyond  the  sidewalk 
from  Park  Street  to  the  school  driveway. 
ARTICLE  21.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  to  erect  a  Civil  Defense  Ground 

Observer  Post  in  accordance  with  the  Committee's  report. 
To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  lawfully  come  before  this  meeting. 

You  are  hereby  ordered  to  notify  and  warn  said  qualified  voters  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  on  Monday,  March  21  next  for  the 
following  purposes,  viz:  To  choose  by  ballot  the  following  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year:  Moderator,  Town  Clerk,  one 
Selectman  for  three  years,  one  Selectman  for  two  years  (to  fill  vacancy  of  unexpired  term),  one  Assessor  for  three  years, 
one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  three  years.  Highway  Surveyor,  Tax  Collector,  Tree  Warden,  Constable,  Super- 
intendent of  Burials,  one  Electric  Light  Commissioner  for  three  years,  two  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years, 
two  Tnastees  of  the  Flint  Public  Librai-y  for  three  years,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  three  years,  one  member  of  the 
Planning  Board  for  five  years,  one  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  one  year  (to  fill  vacancy  of  unexpired  term).

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT,  1954 


The  Flint  Public  Library  has  been  open  three  days  a  week  during 
the  year  1954. 

Tuesday  —  2:00  P.M.  to  8:00  P.M. 
Friday  —  6:00  P.M.  to  9:00  P.M. 
Saturday   —  3:00  P.M.  to  5:00  P.M. 

except  for  four  weeks  in  July  and  August  when  inventory  was  being 
taken.  At  that  time  books  no  longer  useful  were  removed  from  the 
shelves  permanently,  others  of  slight  interest  were  kept  and  will  be 
made  available  later.  Work  was  then  started  on  a  new  catalog,  using 
the  cards  from  the  old  catalog  when  possible.  The  new  catalog  should 
be  ready  in  1955. 

For  a  library  of  this  size  the  now  active  collection  is  fairly  well 
rounded  with  many  excellent  titles.  Several  sections  receiving  more 
use  than  others,  do  need  replacements  and  additions.  The  first  to  be 
considered  will  be  the  children's  non-fiction  and  the  young  peoples' 
section.  In  the  latter  new  and  old  titles  will  be  added,  including  adult 
books  which  will  appeal  to  these  young  people. 

Many  books  received  as  gifts  have  been  placed  on  the  shelves. 
Already  people  using  the  library  have  greatly  appreciated  them.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Middleton: 

The  Board  in  its  triple  capacity  as  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health 
and  Licensing  Authority  has  had  a  very  busy  and  active  year  in 
1954.  In  addition  to  its  regular  weekly  meetings,  every  Tuesday,  and 
its  bi-weekly  meetings  during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  the 
Board  has  found  it  necessary  to  hold  frequent  special  meetings  in 
order  to  meet  various  municipal  problems,  and,  in  particular,  the  twin 
sister  hurricane  emergency  which  necessitated  the  issuance  of  a 
proclamation  placing  the  Town  under  emergency  law,  appointing  the 
Town  Accountant  as  liason  officer  between  the  Town  and  the  Common- 
wealth and  coordinating  the  activities  of  the  different  departments 
participating  in  the  emergency  so  that  the  highways  could  be  cleared, 
the  debris  removed  and  the  public  services  restored  in  the  quickest 
possible  time. 

This  Board  attempted  at  all  times  to  keep  in  touch  with  the 
people,  to  establish  close  liason  cooperation  with  municipal  depart- 
ments and  to  conduct  numerous  visitations  to  various  sections  of  the 
community  in  response  to  requests  of  the  townspeople  and  of  the 
departments  so  that  firsthand  information  could  be  obtained  and  the 
best  possible  solution  established  to  meet  these  problems  as  they 
arose.  To  mention  but  a  few,  this  Board  met  with  the  Chairman  of 
the  School  Committee,  the  Principal  of  the  Howe-Manning  School  and 
a  sanitary  engineer  to  inspect  the  school  grounds  relative  to  adequate 
drainage;  with  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Appeals  relative 
to  the  gravel  pit  operations  on  South  Main  Street;  with  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  Planning  Board  relative  to  finding 
a  suitable  site  for  public  dumping  facilities  on  a  long-range  basis; 
and  with  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  relative  to  systematizing  the 
records  of  burials  and  cemetery  operation  in  keeping  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  law. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Board  gave  much  attention  to 
the  existing  gravel  pit  situation  and  the  possible  methods  of  curtailing 
and  controlling  the  use  of  those  existing  in  Town  and  the  abatement 
of  the  nuisances  which  have  existed  for  some  time.  The  Board  has 
resorted  in  one  instance  to  a  Bill  in  Equity  for  injunctive  relief  the 
outcome  of  this  action  is  still  pending.  The  extension  of  existing  non- 
conforming uses  has  been  curtailed  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  cooperation 
with  the  other  local  governmental  agencies  further  progress  can  be 
made. 
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This  Board  in  its  capacity  as  Board  of  Health  held  a  joint  meet- 
ing with  the  Danvers  Board  of  Selectmen  to  discuss  the  possibility 
of  dual  dumping  facilities  to  serve  both  municipalities  and,  although 
this  Board  decided  against  this  project,  it  gained  considerable  guidance 
from  the  documentary  and  pictorial  evidence  relative  to  the  necessity 
of  long-range  planning  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  a  town  for 
dumping  facilities  and  to  the  advantages  of  the  Sanitary  Fill  Method. 

The  Board,  also  in  its  capacity  as  a  Board  of  Health,  invoked 
Chapter  111,  Section  128  on  one  occasion  and  ordered  a  camp  occupied 
as  a  year  round  dwelling  for  a  family  of  five  vacated  by  reason  of 
the  number  of  occupants,  lack  of  heating  and  plumbing  facilities,  and 
other  causes.  The  premises  were  vacated  without  recourse  to  the 
courts. 

In  an  effort  to  relieve  the  congestion  existing  in  Middleton  Square 
this  Board  held  a  meeting  with  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Fire  Chief 
and  the  Highway  Surveyor  in  consequence  of  which  this  Board 
amended  the  Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  designating  Central  Street  as 
one  way,  restricting  it  to  parking  on  one  side  of  the  street  with  a 
maximum  two-hour  parking  limit.  This  has  resulted  in  plans  now  in 
progress,  sponsored  by  the  School  Committee,  to  provide  for  off  street 
parking  in  the  school  area.  On  October  26  the  Board  requested  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to 
make  a  traffic  survey  of  the  South  Main  Street  area  relative  to  traffi.c 
control.  Their  report  has  not  been  received. 

The  action  taken  by  the  Board  in  connection  with  the  highway 
program  includes  the  widening  of  South  Main  Street  from  Boston 
Street  to  the  Square;  the  widening  of  the  bridge  on  South  Main 
Street,  and  the  widening  of  Essex  Street.  "Children  Go  Slow"  signs 
were  installed  on  Boston  Street  and  on  East  Street. 

In  its  capacity  as  Licensing  Authority  a  total  of  seventy-three 
licenses  were  issued  for  1954. 

In  its  capacity  as  Board  of  Health  eighteen  cesspool  permits  were 
issued  for  1954. 

The  complexities  of  the  Town  business  with  regard  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  Zoning  Laws,  the  laying  out  and  acceptance  of  streets,  drain- 
age problems  and  numerous  other  instances  require  the  services  of  a 
civil  engineer.  The  desirability  of  a  Town  Engineer,  retained  on  the 
same  basis  as  we  now  employ  a  Town  Counsel,  is  becoming  more 
apparent.  The  present  procedure  of  depending  on  engineering  plans 
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drawn  by  engineers  representing  private  interested  parties  is  not 
always  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  and  often  necessary  plans  are 
not  drawn.  The  Board  will  submit  specific  proposals  at  a  later  date. 

To  the  Town  Officers,  Department  Heads,  members  and  citizens 
of  the  Town  this  Board  wishes  to  express  its  deep  appreciation  for 
the  splendid  cooperation  and  for  the  time  they  gave  so  generously  to 
public  service.

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MOTH  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

Gentlemen: 

Following  is  my  annual  report  for  the  Moth  Department  for  the 
year  1954. 

The  most  important  work  for  the  Department  was  the  cleaning 
up  of  a  very  bad  infestation  of  gypsy  moth  in  the  Northern  section 
of  the  town.  This  area  was  sprayed  by  air  in  conjunction  with  the 
Department  of  Natural  Resources.  Inspection  of  the  area  later  in  the 
year  showed  100%  control. 

There  was  another  small  infestation  that  appeared  in  1954 
around  section  of  Hilldaie,  Riverview  and  Bell  view  Ave.  Considerable 
ground  spraying  was  done  to  help  check  the  insects.  This  area  will 
have  to  be  sprayed  in  1955,  but  is  not  large  enough  for  state  reim- 
bursement. It  will  be  sprayed  in  conjunction  with  Peabody  and  Lynn- 
field.

ELECTRIC  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Middleton, 

Gentlemen: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Electric  Light 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1954. 

The  main  projects  for  the  year  are  as  follows: 

1.  Street  lights  were  extended  on  North  Main  St.  from  the  corner 
of  Forest  and  North  Main  Sts.  to  the  Andover  line. 

2.  Haswell  Park  was  completely  rewired,  both  primary  and  second- 
ary; transformer  capacity  was  increased  also. 

3.  So.  Main  St.  and  Essex  St.  were  rewired  with  primaries  and  new 
poles. 

The  revamping  of  So.  Main  St.  was  due  to  the  reconstruction  of 
route  114;  Essex  St.  was  due  to  the  Chapter  90  road  project. 

4.  We  have  converted  44  services  from  120v  2  w  to  240v  3w. 

5.  We  have  increased  the  capacity  of  14   transformers  in  various 
sections  of  the  Town. 

6.  We  renewed  23  street  light  fixtures. 

7.  There  were  32  poles  replaced  in  various  parts  of  the  Town. 

8.  The  primary  line  was  extended  on  Essex  St.  to  the  line. 

During  the  year  1954,  the  Town  purchased  4,767,832  KWH,  at  a 
cost  of  $73,094.42  or  1.5330  cents  per  KWH. 

Of  the  above  4,767,832  KWH,  we  can  account  for  4,053,677  or  a 
line  loss  of  714,155,  which  is  14.99%. 

In  1954  we  purchased  375,999  KWH  more  than  in  1953. 

The  actual  amount  to  be  collected  for  the  above  KWH  was 
$125,772.64.  We  have  collected  $117,870.06,  allowed  $3,937.19  in 
discounts.  This  leaves  an  outstanding  balance  of  $3,965.39  which  is 
approximately  $4.45  per  customer  as  compared  with  $4.79  per  customer 
last  year. 
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During  1955,  we  are  in  hopes  of  changing  the  Town  over  to  4160v 
which  will  mean  the  rewiring  of  Maple  St.  and  North  Main  St. 

We  are  also  forced  to  purchase  new  regulators  for  the  Middleton 
substation  due  to  the  added  growth.  An  example  of  the  added  growth 
in  the  Town  of  Middleton  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  1950  we  pur- 
chased 2,833,500  KWH  and  1954  we  purchased  4,767,832  KWH. 
In  1955  we  anticipate  purchasing  over  5,000,000  KWH. 

The  Department  has  done  extensive  line  clearing  in  the  past 
three  years  and  feels  that  it  has  more  than  paid  for  itself;  as  the 
citizens  of  Middleton  well  know  from  the  absence  of  outages  compared 
to  the  period  before  line  clearing. 

Early  in  1955  we  are  purchasing  a  new  street  light  transformer 
and  expect  to  have  it  installed  by  the  first  of  Febmaiy.  It  will  make 
the  street  lights  on  South  Main  St.,  Maple  St.,  and  adjacent  streets 
much  more  brighter  and  distribute  more  light  on  the  Highways. 

We,  the  Board  of  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  would  like  to 
thank  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleton  for  their  fine  patience 
and  cooperation  during  the  two  hurricanes,  which  were  experienced 
in  the  Fall  of  1954. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  the  various  Departments  in  the  To\vn 
for  their  assistance  and  fine  cooperation  not  only  during  the  recon- 
struction of  the  damage  done  by  the  storms,  but  throughout  the  year.

There  were  85  permits  issued,  44  of  which  included  change  of 
service  from  110  to  220  volts  due  to  bad  conditions  or  increase  in 
load.  38  of  these  were  permits  for  power  oil  burners. 

All  jobs  have  been  inspected  up  to  date  but  approximately  30 
which  are  still  in  the  process  of  construction, 

A  total  of  260  calls  have  been  made  since  April  13,  1954  covering 
985  miles. 

There  are  many  calls  made  at  the  request  of  persons  who  are 
planning  to  have  electrical  work  installed  and  would  like  information. 

I  would  like  to  express  to  the  townspeople  that  it  is  very  import- 
ant to  have  electrical  work  done  by  a  competent  licensed  electrician. 
It  is  for  their  own  safety  that  electrical  work  be  inspected. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Electric  Light  Dept.  and 
the  people  of  Middleton  for  their  cooperation.

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  new  Fire  Station  and  Highway 
Building  is  now  completed,  and  \v\\l  be  dedicated  in  the  near  future. 
I  have  received  many  favorable  comments,  from  prominent  fire 
officials,  in  neighboring  cities  and  towns,  about  the  amount  of  building 
received  for  the  amount  of  money  spent. 

We  are  now  anticipating  a  new  course,  in  first  aid  and  tire 
fighting. 

I  am  inserting  an  Article  in  the  Town  Meeting  Wan-ant  for  the 
Fire  Department,  asking  for  $1,800.00  for  radio  equipment. 

I  should  like  to  present  the  following  reasons  for  asking  for  this 
equipment: 
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(1)  By  having  radio  on  Engine  1,  2  and  8,  it  will  allow  placing 
apparatus  at  strategic  points  at  all  fires,  thus  saving  valuable  minutes, 
and  reducing  confusion. 

(2)  Radio  will  allow  headquatrers  to  be  in  contact  with  all 
equipment  when  out  of  the  station.  This  is  extremely  important. 

(3)  By  uniting  with  the  Electric  Light  Department  we  are  able 
to  take  advantage  of  their  Base  Station  equipment,  which  represents 
a  saving  of  approximately  $1,750.00. 

(4)  The  members  of  the  Electric  Light  Department  are  also 
members  of  the  Fire  Department.  The  purchase  of  this  equipment 
will  guarantee  the  response  of  these  men  to  all  fires.  Coupled  with 
the  other  available  manpower,  this  gives  the  Town  good  fire  protection 
during  the  crucial  daytime  hours. 

(5)  Under  the  pending  State  Civil  Defense  and  Mutual  Aid 
Plans,  local  fire  equipment  will  be  asked  to  go  to  the  aid  of  our  many 
neighbors.  This  equipment  will  be  a  great  help  at  these  times. 

The  Town  will  not  regret  the  purchase  of  this  equipment  because 
it  will  greatly  increase  efficiency  and  keep  the  Fire  Department  up 
with  the  modem  trends. 

It  has  been  indeed  pleasing  to  notice  the  difference  in  the  morale 
of  the  department.  The  men  certainly  have  shown  their  appreciation 
of  the  new  building.  The  equipment  is  being  kept  up  now,  without 
any  equivocations.  The  men  take  pride  in  their  respective  trucks. 

Once  again  may  I  say  thanks  for  the  wonderful  cooperation 
I  have  received  from  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  my  officers,  and 
men.

The  general  trend  is  for  a  decreasing  case  load  in  all  categories 
with  the  exception  of  ADC.

FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

TO  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  MARCH  15,  1955 

Your  finance  committee  hereby  submits  its  report  and  recom- 
mendations for  the  1955  budget. 

All  items  have  been  considered  with  due  regard  to  the  needs 
and  abilities  of  the  town  to  defray  such  expenditures.  All  departments 
were  consulted  separately  and  an  open  meeting  was  held  February 
8,  1955. 

The  latter  meeting  was  attended  by  all  department  heads  and 
sponsors  of  articles  of  the  warrant,  and  a  few  other  interested  citizens. 
Several  discussions  with  department  heads  were  subsequently  held, 
and  some  slight  reductions  made. 

The  total  budget  for  all  departments  is  greater  than  last  year's 
expenditures  by  $17,373.63.  This,  in  a  large  measure  reflects  an 
increase  in  salaries  and  wages  of  the  town  employees.  Other  expenses 
are  substantially  the  same  as  they  were  in  previous  yars,  and  seem 
to  be  irreducible. 

Should  all  articles  requesting  additional  appropriations  be 
accepted  by  the  voters  of  the  town,  the  total  budget  to  be  raised  by 
taxation  would  be  $315,132.12.  Should  article  (4)  be  accepted,  this 
amount  would  reduce  to  $303,132.12  or  $15,688.63  more  than  was 
expended  in  1954. 

An  increase  of  approximately  $7.00  on  the  tax  rate  seems 
imminent.

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for  personal  injury  claims  against  him  by  Edward  Marchewka  and 
Mary  Marchesini  while  the  said  Allan  Marshall  was  engaged  in 
the  business  of  the  town. 

Committee  recommends  approval  of  this  article. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  town,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  40, 
Section  5  (1),  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  to 
pay  a  proper  charge  for  effecting  insurance  for  the  protection  of 
any  officer  or  employee,  or  volunteer  driver  approved  by  the 
Selectmen,  against  loss  by  reason  of  his  liability  to  pay  damages 
to  others  caused  by  the  operation  with  the  scope  of  his  duties  or 
employment  of  motor  vehicles  owned  by  the  town.

The  school  committee  hereby  submits  to  the  citizens  of  Middleton 
its  annual  report  for  the  year  1954: 

During  the  past  year  some  major  projects  in  building  mainten- 
ance have  been  undertaken.  All  of  the  soft  coal  which  had  been  in 
the  boiler  room  since  before  the  installation  of  oil  heat  has  been 
removed.  The  room  has  been  washed  down,  painted,  and  converted 
into  needed  storage  space.  The  problem  of  the  muddy  play  area  has 
been  minimized  somewhat  by  sacrificing  the  lawn  area  on  either  side 
of  the  walk  at  the  side  of  the  school  and  having  that  space  filled, 
graded,  and  hot-topped.  The  committee  had  the  outside  of  the  windows 
washed  for  the  first  time  since  the  school  was  built.  This  makes  for 
a  much  brighter  appearance  of  the  classrooms. 

With  Central  Street  being  made  one-way,  the  school  is  faced 
with  a  parking  problem  for  its  twenty  odd  personnel.  To  sacrifice 
some  of  the  lawn  in  the  front  of  the  school  for  a  parking  area  seems 
to  be  the  best  solution  to  this  pressing  problem. 

During  the  year  a  new  duplicating  machine,  an  opaque  projector, 
and  a  slicing  machine  have  been  purchased.  We  feel  that  a  new  movie 
projector  should  be  bought  during  the  coming  year  as  the  present 
one  has  seen  a  great  deal  of  service  and  can  be  used  in  the  classroom 
to  supplement  a  new  one  which  would  be  used  in  the  auditorium. 

This  year  the  committee  has  employed  a  part-time  secretary  for 
the  school  office.  This  arrangement  has  been  most  effective  and  has 
relieved  our  principal,  Mr.  Dower,  of  many  petty  details  and  clerical 
duties  and  has  allowed  more  time  for  supervision  and  educational 
matters. 

The  committee  received  a  request  for  a  salary  increase  from  the 
teachers'  association.  Although  the  committee  did  not  see  fit  to  grant 
the  request  in  its  entirety,  a  change  was  made  in  the  schedule  by 
increasing  the  yearly  increment  from  $100  to  $150  and  setting  the 
maximum  for  a  Bachelor's  degree  at  $4,150.  The  committee  felt  that 
these  changes  in  schedule  would  put  Middleton  on  a  more  equitable 
basis  with  other  communities  and  might  help  to  stabilize  our  teach- 
ing staff. 

The  committee  has  been  somewhat  disappointed  during  the  past 
year  that  some  phases  of  its  educational  program  have  had  to  be 
curtailed  because  of  increased  enrollment  with  its  resulting  lack  of 
space  and  is  hopeful  that  action  is  impending  that  will  prevent 
further  curtailment  of  our  educational  program.  It  has  been  necessary 
to  have  one  of  our  eighth-grade  classes  held  in  the  auditorium  during 
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this  school  year.  Aside  from  the  fact  that  such  a  set-up  is  not  con- 
ducive to  the  best  learning  situation,  it  has  necessitated  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  physical  education  program  for  the  lower  grades.  It  has 
also  been  necessary  to  take  over  the  room  on  the  lower  floor  as  a 
classroom  instead  of  having  it  available  for  activity  groups.  To 
schedule  activities  such  as  instrumental  music  during  school  time 
poses  a  problem  because  of  lack  of  space. 

Middleton  is  at  the  present  time  faced  with  many  far-reaching 
and  crucial  decisions  in  respect  to  its  educational  future.  Your  com- 
mittee would  like  to  admonish  its  citizens  to  become  conversant  with 
these  problems  and  give  them  your  serious  consideration  and  investi- 
gation. The  future  of  high  school  education  for  Middleton  pupils  has 
not  been  settled.  Our  future  security  in  Danvers  is  quite  doubtful. 
The  possibility  and  feasibility  of  a  regional  arrangement  should  be 
given  serious  and  careful  investigation.  If  an  additional  school  build- 
ing is  decided  upon,  the  advisability  of  having  it  be  a  junior  high 
school  should  be  seriously  considered.  The  future  of  our  superin- 
tendency  union  with  Tewksbury  is  doubtful.  The  Tewksbury  com- 
mittee has  expressed  the  need  for  a  full-time  superintendent  because 
of  the  tremendous  population  growth  it  is  experiencing.  A  meeting  will 
soon  be  held  with  Tewksbury  and  another  with  the  State  Department 
of  Education  to  determine  the  future  of  Middleton  in  this  respect. 

It  is  with  very  deep  regret  that  the  committee  has  accepted  the 
resignation  of  our  superintendent,  Mr.  Rivard,  to  be  effective  in 
February.  We  have  been  fortunate  indeed  to  have  such  a  person  —  a 
man  of  sterling  qualities  of  character,  of  boundless  energy,  and  with 
a  very  profound  knowledge  of  education  and  educational  problems. 
Our  school  has  flourished  under  his  guidance.  To  you,  Mr.  Rivard, 
our  very  sincere  thanks  and  our  best  wishes  for  success  in  your  nev.^ 
position.  We  shall  do  our  utmost  to  maintain  the  high  standard  of 
education  that  we  have  attained  under  your  very  kind  and  able 
leadership. 

The  committee  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
our  sincere  thanks  to  our  principal,  Mr.  Dower;  our  teachers  and 
supervisors;  our  school  janitor;  and  our  very  capable  cafeteria  staff 
for  their  fine  cooperation  and  loyalty  during  the  past  year.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Middleton  School  Committee: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  and  final  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Middleton  Public  School  System. 

Instruction 

During-  the  past  four  years  the  teachers,  administrators  and 
School  Committee  have  been  working  constantly  on  the  modeniization 
and  improvement  of  the  educational  system.  As  a  result  of  this 
constant  evaluation  all  basic  textbooks  have  been  replaced;  a  standard- 
ized system  of  handwriting,  a  new  report  card,  a  cumulative  record 
card  and  a  testing  program  adopted;  the  music  and  art  departments 
reorganized;  the  scope  of  the  remedial  reading  department  enlarged; 
and  the  curriculum  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  departmentalized. 
Physical  education  and  guidance  have  been  introduced  and  an 
excellent  audio-visual  aid  program  is  under  way. 

The  next  phase  in  this  program  is  an  evaluation  of  the  entire 
educational  system  relative  to  developing  a  philosophy  of  education 
—  objectives,  aim,  methods  —  with  resulting  courses  of  study  for  all 
subjects  as  well  as  handbooks  of  duties  from  the  level  of  the  School 
Committee  down  to  the  custodian  democratically  arrived  at. 

Full  use  is  made  of  all  types  of  clinics  in  the  area  so  that  every 
child  is  given  the  opportunity  to  develop  to  the  fullest  extent  of  his 
ability  thus  assuring  hira  of  becoming  a  happy  well-adjusted  citizen. 

As  individuals  our  concern  for  schooling  must  not  be  confined 
simply  to  our  ow^n  children.  Each  of  us,  whether  we  have  school  age 
children  or  not  must  be  virtually  concerned  with  the  ultimate  product 
of  our  schools  —  for  the  young  school  child  of  today  is  our  citizen 
of  tomorrow.  The  extent  to  which  our  children  are  well  taught  will, 
in  the  long  run,  be  the  measure  of  the  world  we  live  in. 

The  broad  testing  program  carried  on  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Principal  has  disclosed  much  helpful  and  pertinent  information. 
This  information  is  invaluable  for  curriculum  planning,  remedial  work 
and  for  general  evaluation  of  progress. 

During  the  past  year  teachers  and  administrators  have  had  many 
meetings  and  workshops  which  have  resulted  in  the  preparing  of 
quantities  of  instructional  materials  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of 
all  types  of  students.  Modem  methods  of  instruction  have  been 
encouraged  and  eveiy  child  given  the  opportunity  to  participate  in 
some  activity. 
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School  Facilities 

While  the  Town  of  Middleton  has  been  fortunate  to  escape  the 
rapid  growth  of  many  of  the  neighboring  towns,  there  has  been, 
nevertheless,  a  slow  but  constant  rate  of  increase  in  school  population. 
The  gymnasium  now  houses  one  class  and  within  the  next  two  years 
two  additional  classes  will  be  needed. 

However,  additional  elementary  classrooms  are  only  one  part 
of  a  three-fold  question.  The  other  two  parts  yet  to  be  answered  are: 
1,  Where  will  our  high  school  students  go  when  Danvers  can  no 
longer  house  them?  2,  What  type  of  superintendency  should  Middle- 
ton  have  when  the  Tewksbury  Middleton  Union  is  eventually  dis- 
solved ? 

I  believe  that  part  if  not  all  of  these  answers  will  be  found  in 
some  sort  of  a  regional  setup  with  one  of  the  neighboring  towns. 
I  strongly  urge  that  the  citizens  of  Middleton  be  cognizant  of  these 
problems  and  attempt  to  find  a  solution  rather  than  to  live  in  the 
false  security  that  "time  takes  care  of  everything". 

Conclusion 

I  have  enjoyed  my  work  as  superintendent  of  schools  in  Middle- 
ton  over  the  past  three  and  three-quarter  years.  While  the  kind  of 
education  our  children  are  getting  depends  to  a  great  extent  on  the 
teaching  staff,  it  depends  further  on  the  philosophy  and  attitude  of 
the  School  Committee.  The  citizens  of  Middleton  have  indeed  been 
fortunate  in  their  selection  of  citizens  to  serve  as  members  of  their 
school  committee.  I  expect  to  work  with  many  school  committees  in 
the  years  ahead.  While  some  may  equal  the  quality,  unselfishness, 
and  wisdom  of  the  present  members  of  the  Middleton  School  Com- 
mittee none  will  ever  exceed  them.  May  the  citizens  of  Middleton 
continue  to  elect  this  type  of  civic-minded  individual  to  represent 
them  on  the  School  Committee. 

I  commend  the  Principal  and  the  staff  of  the  Howe-Manning 
School,  both  teaching  and  non-teaching  personnel,  for  their  outstand- 
ing cooperation  and  loyalty.  Their  personal  interest  in  children  is 
clearly  reflected  in  their  work.  I  call  your  attention  to  the  special 
reports  appended  to  this  report  which  should  provide  our  citizens  with 
additional  knowledge  of  some  of  the  work  carried  on  in  the  school. 

I  express  my  deep  and  heartfelt  appreciation  to  the  entire  staff, 
the  School  Committee,  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleton  for 
thir  loyal  support  and  cooperation.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

Herein,  and  on  the  following  pages,  is  my  fourth  annual  report 
as  Principal  of  the  Howe-Manning  School  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Middleton.  The  report  has  been  divided  into  mnjor  sections  for 
ease  in  reading. 

FACULTY 

Again,  this  year,  one  more  classroom  teacher  has  been  ndded  to 
the  total  teaching  statf  due  to  the  necessity  of  formiiig  a  second 
Eighth  Grade  class.  The  faculty  now  numbers  fifteen  classroom 
teachers,  an  Art  Supervisor,  Music  Supervisor,  Reading  Supervisor, 
Penmanshi])  Supervisor,  and  Principal.  New  teachers  added  to  the 
faculty  because  of  resignations  include:  Grade  Two,  Miss  Rosemary 
McHugh;  Grade  Three,  Miss  Gail  O'Dea  and  Mrs.  Gladys  Williams; 
Grade  Four,  Mrs.  Betty  Boudreau;  Grade  Six,  Mr.  Eugene  Winter 
and  Miss  Mary  Clare  Hickey;  Grade  Eight,  Mr.  James  Georgakakos 
and  Mr.  David  Phillips.  Mrs.  Barbara  Prinn  is  now  Reading  Super- 
visor. Changes  in  teaching  assignments  include  the  transfer  of  Mrs. 
Lillian  Taylor  from  Grade  Five  to  Grade  Seven.  Grades  Seven  and 
Eight  are  organized  departmental! y.  The  teaching  assignments  follow: 
Grades  Seven:  Mrs.  Lillian  Taylor  —  English,  Music,  and  Art.  Mrs. 
Eleanor  Lozeau  —  Science,  Guidance,  and  Girls  Physical  Education. 
Grades  Eight:  Mr.  James  Georgakakos  —  Math,  Guidance,  and  Pen- 
manship. Mr.  David  Phillips  —  Social  Studies  and  Boys  Physical 
Education.  A  com])lete  roster  of  teaching  personnel  may  be  found 
elsewhere  in  this  report. 

CURRICTTLUM 

The  addition  of  another  Eighth  Grade  class  has  necessitated 
changes  in  assignments  for  teachers  in  Grades  Seven  and  Eight.  The 
second  Eighth  Grade  class  has  been  placed  in  the  school  gymnasium 
for  lack  of  classroom  space.  Students  in  Grades  Seven  and  Eight 
have  been  able  to  receive  additional  instruction  in  music  and  art  due 
to  the  addition  of  another  teacher.  Heretofoi^e,  these  students  only 
received  instruction  from  the  S})ecial  teachers  in  these  fields  but  now^ 
it  is  possible  for  them  to  receive  instruction  from  one  of  the  regular 
members  of  the  faculty  in  addition.  Mrs.  Lillian  Taylor  has  been 
assigned  to  these  duties.  Emphasis  has  been  placed  this  year  on 
music  interpretation  and  appreciation  for  these  children  under  Mrs. 
Taylor's  supervision.  It  is  now  possible  this  year  to  begin  an  art 
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lesson  under  the  direction  of  the  Art  Supers'isor,  Mr.  Binzzo,  and  to 
complete  this  work  under  the  direction  of  ]\Irs.  Taylor. 

Classes  in  guidance  instmction  are  now  held  weekly  with  eighth 
grade  pupils  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  James  Georgakakos  and  Mi*s. 
Eleanor  Lozeau.  Emphasis  in  this  has  been  placed  on  planning  for 
high  school.  Also  the  types  of  occupations  available  after  high  school, 
together  %\ith  the  scholastic  preparation  needed  to  qualify  are  high- 
lighted. 

New  spelling  texts  have  been  added  in  Grades  Two  through  Eight 
and  have  already  proven  of  considerable  aid  to  the  language  arts 
program. 

To  aid  pupils  in  their  study  of  current  events  and  language  arts, 
the  ''Junior  Scholastic"  magazine  has  been  added  to  the  curriculum 
in  Grades  Six,  Seven,  and  Eight.  This  weekly  periodical,  which  the 
pupils  purchase  individually  for  a  small  sum,  is  used  as  a  basis  for 
cuii'ent  events  discussions  and  reading  for  interest  and  pleasure.  This 
magazine  is  especially  adapted  for  students  of  these  grade  levels  for 
subject  matter  and  vocabulary  enrichment. 

HEALTH 

Two  new  and  vital  additions  have  been  made  to  the  school  clinic 
during  the  past  year.  The  school  now  has  its  own  equipment  for 
testing  hearing  competency.  This  set  can  be  employed  to  test  children 
individually  or  in  groups.  The  other  item  is  the  new  Massachusetts 
Vision  kit  for  testing  eyesight.  Heretofore,  it  was  necessaiy  for  the 
school  to  await  its  turn  sometime  during  the  school  year  when  the 
state-owned  equipment  would  arrive  after  being  used  at  some  other 
school  in  the  vicinity.  Now  it  is  possible  to  test  children  immediately 
when  teachers  suspect  difficulties  existing  in  the  above-mentioned 
areas. 

Much  improvement  has  been  noted  in  the  condition  of  the  child- 
ren's teeth  since  the  inception  of  the  school  dental  clinic.  A  word  of 
appreciation  is  expressed  here  to  the  Middleton  Women's  Club  who 
have  contributed  S50.00  to  date  and  to  the  Parent-Teachers  Association 
who  have  contributed  $25.00  to  help  defray  expenses  of  dental  work 
done  for  children  unable  to  pay  for  the  sei'\ice. 

EXTRA-CURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES 

One  of  the  additions  to  school  life  at  Howe-Manning  School  has 
been  the  formation  of  the  school  orchestra  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Doris  Nyquist,  Music  Supervisor.  This  unit  has  been  formed 
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during  the  past  year  and  has  already  performed  for  the  public  at 
Graduation  Exercises  and  for  the  Parent-Teachers  Association.  The 
orchestra  meets  once  a  week  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Nyquist  for 
rehearsals.  This  enables  the  students  to  gain  experience  performing 
with  others  which  should  be  excellent  preparation  for  future  aspirants 
to  high  school  musical  organizations  such  as  band  and  orchestra. 

This  past  year  saw  the  beginning  of  instrumental  instruction  at 
Howe-Manning  School.  Through  the  cooperation  of  Carl  Fischer 
Music  Company  of  Boston,  Mr.  Edward  Miles  of  Lowell  visits  the 
school  on  Tuesday  afternoons  and  lessons  are  given  at  the  close  of 
the  regular  school  day.  Students  may  purchase  their  own  musical 
instruments  or  borrow  school  instruments  of  which  there  are  several. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  present  scholastic  year,  individual 
piano  lessons  are  now  being  offered  on  Tuesday  afternoons  at  the 
close  of  the  regular  school  day.  Mrs.  Patricia  Burke  of  North  Reading 
is  the  instructor.  Thus,  the  school  is  attempting  to  fulfill  its  role  of 
offering  to  the  community  cultural  opportunities  which  might  not  be 
readily  available  to  small  communities. 

Again,  this  year,  school  assemblies  are  held  periodically  on  the 
average  of  twice  a  month.  National  holidays  are  observed  in  appro- 
priate fashion  with  each  classroom  teacher  responsible  for  one 
assembly  during  the  school  year.  The  assemblies  are  held  on  Thursday 
mornings  and  the  programs  are  introduced  and  presented  by  the 
children.  A  subscription  to  "Plays"  magazine  has  been  entered.  This 
magazine  presents  graded  material  to  aid  teachers  in  selecting  pro- 
grams to  be  presented  at  assemblies. 

Tuesday,  October  19th,  saw  the  faculty  at  Howe-Manning  School 
act  as  hosts  for  the  North  Shore  Chapter  of  the  American  Childhood 
Education  Society  which  is  composed  of  kindergarten  and  elementary 
school  teachers  in  towns  along  the  North  Shore  from  Gloucester  to 
Lynn.  It  was  the  second  time  in  17  years  that  this  group  met  in  this 
community.  More  than  500  teachers  attended  this  meeting  which 
presented  an  opportunity  to  Middleton  to  display  its  educational 
facilities. 

The  Middleton  Teachers  Association,  composed  of  the  fuculty 
members  of  Howe-Manning  School,  prepared  and  staged  an  "Open 
House"  for  parents  of  the  children  attending  school  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row  in  observance  of  National  Education  Week  which  was 
held  in  November. 
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SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENTS 

Foremost  among  the  new  equipment  purchased  during-  the  past 
year  has  been  the  opa(|ue  projector.  This  machine  will  project  a  page 
from  a  textbook  onto  a  screen  or  wall  for  all  the  children  to  see  and 
is  a  valuable  teaching  aid,  particularly  when  there  are  only  a  few 
copies  of  the  material  to  be  studied  or  discussed. 

Through  the  contributions  made  by  Parent  Teacher  Association 
members  at  meetings,  a  new  magazine  rack  has  been  made  for  the 
school  library.  The  funds  realized  from  the  "Little  Red  Schoolhouse" 
which  is  passed  around  at  the  meetings  were  of  sufficient  amount  to 
allow  for  the  manufacture  of  the  magazine  rack  together  with  sub- 
scriptions to  popular  childi'en's  magazines  to  be  placed  on  display 
to  encourage  interest  in  good  litei-ature. 

Cumulative  records  pertaining  to  each  child  are  now  in  the  hands 
of  each  classroom  teacher.  Records  of  tests  and  other  data  are  kept 
in  these  folders  which  are  then  handed  on  each  year  to  enable  the 
teachers  to  know  theii*  children  moie  quickly  and  easily. 

A  new  meat  slicer  has  been  purchased  for  the  school  cafeteria  and 
has  proven  to  be  of  tremendous  assistance  to  the  cafeteria  staff. 

ATHLETICS 

This  year,  because  of  the  class  in  the  gymnasium  it  has  been 
necessary  to  curtail  the  physical  education  program  started  last  year 
whereby  each  teacher  in  Grades  One  to  Five  was  allotted  one  period 
a  week  to  take  their  class  to  the  gymnasium  for  organized  play 
activity.  However,  physical  education  classes  are  being  held  for  the 
students  in  Grades  Six,  Seven  and  Eight  under  the  direction  of  the 
Physical  Education  Supervisors,  Mrs.  Eleanor  Lozeau  and  Mr.  David 
Phillips.  Basketball  and  baseball  teams  representing  the  school  played 
full  schedules  last  year  and  this  same  program  will  be  continued  this 
year.  Volleyball  has  caught  the  interest  of  the  students,  especially 
the  girls,  with  girls  games  with  North  Reading  being  played. 

EMPLOYMENT  CERTIFICATES 

These  certificates,  which  are  required  by  State  law  for  all  boys 
and  girls  between  the  ages  of  14  to  21  who  wish  to  work,  may  be 
oljtained  fi'om  the  Principal  at  his  office  between  the  hours  of  9  A.M. 
and  3  P.M.,  Monday  through  Friday.  Applicants  for  these  certificates 
must  present  a  birth  certificate  and  evidence  of  schooling  (diploma 
or  report  card)  when  applying.  Any  questions  about  this  matter  may 
be  answered  by  telephoning  the  Principal's  office. 
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COMMUNITY  LfSE  OF  THE  BUILDIING 

The  school  facilities  contimio  to  ho  employed  by  vaii(»us  .groups 
in  the  community.  The  Ladies  Auxiliary  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreij^n 
Wars  has  conducted  a  first  aid  course  for  townspeople  as  a  |)uhlic 
service  using  one  of  the  classrooms  once  a  week  for  a  period  of 
weeks.  The  two  churches  and  their  various  societies  have  em])l()yed 
the  school  facilities  from  time  to  time.  Girl  Scouts  and  Boy  Scouts 
have  used  the  building  for  meetings  and  planned  t^i'^JE^fiim-'^. 
gymnasium  is  in  use  three  nights  a  week  for  oldei-  boys  who  [)lay 
basketball  under  adult  supervision.  The  auditorium  is  now  the 
established  place  for  the  annual  Town  Meeting  and  also  for  S])ecial 
Town  Meetings.  A  copy  governing  the  use  of  school  facilities  may 
be  obtained  from  the  Principal's  office. 

CONCLUSION 

The  preservation  of  the  American  way  of  life  is  one  of  the  major 
responsibilities  of  education.  In  the  early  days  of  our  country,  mastery 
of  the  Three  R's  only  was  all  that  was  considered  necessary.  Today, 
as  our  society  becomes  more  complicated,  more  and  more  schooling 
is  deemed  necessary  to  prepare  our  future  citizens  for  what  lies  ahead 
of  them.  We,  at  Howe-Manning  School,  are  attempting  to  recognize 
our  responsibilities  as  the  important  beginning  segment  of  the  long 
process  necessary  to  prepare  today's  children  for  the  heritage  that 
will  be  handed  to  them  as  tomorrow's  citizens. 

My  appreciation  is  expressed  heie  for  tlie  cooperation  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  School  Committee,  teachers,  sujjer- 
visors,  Mr.  Hayward,  the  Cafeteria  staff",  the  Parent-Teacher  Asso- 
ciation, and  to  all  who  have  assisted  Howe-Manning  School  in  any 
manner.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  successful  one  as  far  as  Health 
and  Dental  Programs  have  been  concerned. 

We  feel  very  fortunate  indeed  to  be  the  possessors  of  two  fine 
pieces  of  equipment.  The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  and  the  Audio- 
meter, both  of  which  have  been  approved  by  the  State  Department  of 
Health.  Eveiy  child  has  been  tested  for  both  hearing  and  vision  loss, 
and  our  failures  are  few  in  comparison  to  the  number  of  children 
tested.  Often  times  poor  school  work  can  be  attributed  to  one  of  these 
difficulties,  so  it  is  very  important  to  have  immediate  treatment  or 
advice. 

All  children  received  the  Patch  Test  and  those  that  had  positive 
reactions  were  x-rayed.  All  personnel  were  x-rayed.  This  is  a  state 
law  which  must  be  can-ied  out  every  two  years. 

Immunization  shots  for  diphtheria  and  tetanus  were  given  in  the 
spring  and  booster  shots  were  given  to  those  that  had  a  lapse  of  two 
years. 

A  good  many  examinations,  fillings,  and  extractions  have  been 
done  by  Dr.  D'Urso  in  the  Dental  Clinic  this  year.  The  children  have 
been  veiy  cooperative  and  seem  to  enjoy  their  visits. 

Physical  examinations  were  done  by  Dr.  Rogers  in  Grades  1,  4, 
and  8.  Any  child  in  these  grades  is  given  a  preference  of  having  it 
done  by  their  family  physician  or  here  at  school.  Sport  physicals  also 
were  given  to  those  participating  actively  in  sports. 

The  usual  height  and  weight  program  and  head  examinations 
were  carried  out. 

Dr.  Rogers  and  1  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Dower,  Mr.  Rivard, 
Dr.  D'Urso  and  the  entire  personnel  for  their  cooperation  and  assist- 
ance.

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REPORT  OF  READING  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

I  am  submitting  with  pleasure  the  annual  report  of  my  first  year 
as  Reading  Consultant  in  Middleton.  Since  my  responsibilities  are 
actually  twofold,  this  report  has  been  divided  into  two  sections,  the 
first  on  the  testing  program,  and  the  second  on  the  reading  program. 

The  Testing  Program 

The  testing  program  that  has  been  set  up  here  in  Middleton 
involves  three  major  areas  of  testing:  intelligence  testing  to  determine 
what  capacity  a  child  has  and  what  we  may  expect  from  him, 
achievement  testing  to  determine  how  well  a  child  is  achieving  in 
various  subject  fields  as  compared  to  national  norms,  and  aptitude 
testing  to  determine  in  grade  one  the  child's  natural  strengths  and 
weaknesses  for  beginning  reading. 

The  policy  was  established  three  years  ago  of  giving  the  Stanford- 
Binet  individual  intelligence  test  to  all  entering  first  graders.  About 
thirty  of  these  were  given  last  spring  to  the  present  first  graders, 
and  the  remaining  thirty-five  were  given  early  this  fall.  These  tests 
have  given  the  first  grade  teachers  an  indication  of  what  they  can 
expect  from  each  child.  A  number  of  speech,  language,  emotional,  and 
even  visual  difficulties  were  recognized  in  these  tests  alone.  Since 
the  school  now  has  three  test  results  on  all  children  through  grade 
three  who  began  school  in  Middleton,  this  test  is  now  being  admin- 
istered to  the  children  in  grades  one  through  three  who  entered  from 
other  towns,  so  that  our  records  may  be  complete. 

Various  group  tests  of  intelligence  have  been  given  in  the  upper 
grades.  This  year  a  standardized  intelligence  testing  program  is 
being  set  up  as  follows.  In  adidtion  to  the  Stanford-Binet  test  in  grade 
one,  the  SRA  Primary  Mental  Abilities  Test  will  be  given  to  all 
children  in  grades  four  and  seven.  In  this  way  there  will  be  a  primary, 
intermediate,  and  junior  high  intelligence  rating  on  every  child.  Also, 
in  order  to  bring  the  records  up  to  date,  the  California  Mental 
Maturity  test  has  just  been  administered  to  upper  grade  children  on 
whom  there  is  no  mental  capacity  data. 

Achievement  testing  is  done  at  the  end  of  every  school  year.  In 
grades  one  through  five  the  Metropolitan  Achievement  Test  is  used 
to  measure  a  child's  ability  in  a  given  subject,  as  compared  to  other 
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cliildreri  in  other  schools.  Last  year  the  Iowa  Achievement  Test  was 
introduced  in  grades  six  through  eight.  This  test  is  administered  by 
the  teachers,  and  then  sent  back  to  the  company  to  be  scored  by 
machine.  The  booldets  are  Ivept  by  the  publisher,  and  the  results  of 
the  test  sent  to  the  school. 

The  final  test  given  is  the  Monroe  Reading  Aptitude  test,  which 
was  given  in  November  to  first  grade  children.  This  test  attempts  to 
measure  the  particular  visual,  auditory,  hmguage,  and  other  skills 
necessary  in  learning  to  read,  and  it  indicates  to  the  classroom 
teachers  the  specific  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  each  individual 
child.  They  now  have  a  good  idea  of  the  skills  and  abilities  of  each 
first  grade  child  in  relation  to  reading. 

The  {)urpose  of  this  entire  testing  program  is  foi"  your  child's 
teacher  to  know  him  better,  and  thus  be  better  able  to  help  him 
achieve  his  educational  goals. 

'I'he  Reading  l*rograin 

When  the  school  year  began  in  Middleton  this  fall,  there  existed 
a  remedial  I'eading  program  which  had  been  operating  for  the  past 
three  years.  Much  progress  had  been  made,  but  there  was  still  a 
fairly  large  number  of  children  who  were  more  or  less  severely 
retarded  in  reading.  All  but  a  few  were  able  to  read  somewhat. 
However,  there  were  some  children  in  grades  two  and  three  who  knew 
ordy  a  few  words  at  sight. 

The  first  action  taken  in  setting  up  this  year's  readifjg  program 
was  to  give  an  informal  reading  analysis  to  every  child  having 
difiiculty  with  reading.  A  record  was  kept  on  this  analysis,  which  is 
filed  in  the  reading  room.  The  purpose  of  this  analysis  was  to  learn 
tlie  level  at  which  each  child  could  read  comfortably,  and  also  how 
well  developed  was  his  skill  in  a.ttacking  new  words. 

A  change  was  made  from  last  year's  program  in  setting  up  the 
grouj)s  for  teaching.  Children  have  been  grouped  with  other  children 
who  are  capable  of  doing  about  the  same  kind  of  work,  regardless  of 
grade.  In  this  way,  the  teacher  can  carefully  cope  with  individual 
needs,  since  the  material  the  children  work  in  is  the  right  difiiculty 
for  all  members  of  their  group. 

The  present  teaching  program  consists  of  ten  classes  each  day, 
from  Monday  through  Thursday,  of  one-half  hour  each,  ranging  in 
size  from  three  to  eight.  Fridays  are  spent  in  testing  and  conferences. 
There  are  fifty-six  children  in  the  school  having  special  help  in  read- 
ing at  the  present  time.  This  year  the  school  was  fortunate  in 
receiving  a  new  set  of  books  for  use  in  the  remedial  program.  This 
means  that  the  children  have  material  to  use  which  is  appropriate 
to  their  skill,  and  wdiich  they  have  not  seen  before. 
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In  the  reading  classes,  the  lesson  time  is  spent  in  several  areas 
of  instruction.  In  the  first  place,  the  children  work  to  build  up  a  good 
sight  vocabulary  by  studying  individual  words  and  doing  silent  and 
oral  reading  in  appropriate  material.  Secondly,  there  is  emphasis  on 
phonetic  skills,  and  learning  ways  of  figuring  out  new  words.  Thirdly, 
stress  is  laid  on  meaning.  The  children  do  workbook  exercises, 
answer  questions,  and  discuss  the  stories  read,  in  order  to  stimulate 
concentration  on  the  meaning  of  the  material,  and  not  just  the  words. 
These  three  working  areas  form  the  basis  of  the  remedial  reading 
program. 

It  would  be  practically  useless  to  have  severely  handicapped 
children  in  a  remedial  reading  class,  if  there  were  no  carry-over  into 
their  regular  classroom  work.  The  teachers  have  been  working 
together,  formally  and  informally,  to  correlate  the  reading  program 
in  the  regular  classroom  with  the  remedial  program.  The  actual  teach- 
ing of  reading  in  the  classroom  is  not  supei'vised  by  the  reading  con- 
sultant, but  procedures  and  materials  are  recommended  which  are 
appropriate  to  the  reading  skills  of  the  children  in  the  remedial 
classes.  The  classroom  teachers  are  extremely  understanding  and 
cooperative  about  providing  help  and  materials  to  these  children  in 
conjunction  with  their  remedial  work.  They  have  also  made  real 
progress  in  adjusting  other  areas  of  work,  such  as  spelling  and  social 
studies,  to  children  who  can't  read  material  for  their  particular  grade. 
This  adjustment  is  sometimes  difficult,  since  there  may  not  be  easy 
material  available  on  the  particular  subject  being  studied  at  any 
given  time. 

It  is  difficult  to  evaluate  the  reading  program  thoroughly  this 
early  in  the  year.  However,  real  progress  can  be  seen  in  all  of  the 
classes.  Of  course,  if  a  child  is  severely  handicapped  in  reading,  the 
progress  will  be  slow,  and  perhaps  not  noticeable  for  a  while.  There 
is  no  magic  formula,  unfortunately,  for  bringing  even  the  most  co- 
operative of  children  up  to  grade  level  in  a  month  or  two.  However, 
there  have  been  a  number  of  comments  made  by  the  classroom, 
teachers  about  individual  pupils  and  the  difference  they  are  showing 
in  their  regular  work.  Also,  remarkable  improvement  in  self-confi- 
dence has  been  obsei-ved  in  some  of  the  children,  when  they  suddenly 
discovered  that  they  could  really  succeed  in  some  of  their  school  work. 
These  changes  have  carried  into  the  classroom  and  been  reflected  in 
improved  attitudes  and  achievement.  Future  plans  consist  of  working 
steadily  in  the  direction  and  toward  the  goals  set  forth  in  this  report.

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REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

I  submit,  with  pleasure,  this  report  of  the  music  program  in 
the  Howe-Manning  School  in  Middleton. 

We  are  continually  trying  to  improve  the  singing  and  music 
reading  ability  of  the  school  child.  Many  rote  songs  are  learned,  and 
note  reading  is  actually  started  by  the  end  of  the  first  grade.  Folk 
dancing  is  also  enjoyed  in  many  classes. 

The  new  autoharp  purchased  for  the  school  is  so  easy  to  play 
that  all  teachers  and  even  some  pupils  are  able  to  accompany  their 
songs.  It  is  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all. 

All  the  pupils  of  the  two  third  grades  will  be  instructed  to  play 
flutophones  this  year,  as  part  of  their  music  lesson.  These  greatly 
help  in  preparing  a  child  for  an  instrument  by  the  time  he  enters  the 
fourth  grade.  This  is  the  ideal  time  for  a  child  to  start  instrumental 
lessons. 

Our  instrumental  program  in  Middleton  is  continuing  to  enlarge, 
with  many  more  children  taking  advantage  of  the  instrumental 
instruction  given  at  the  school.  The  school  orchestra  meets  every 
Wednesday  during  recess  period.  This  group  made  their  first  appear- 
ance at  Graduation,  playing  selections  before  the  graduation  and  also 
playing  the  graduation  march.  The  school  orchestra  performed  this 
term  at  a  December  P.T.A.  program,  playing  waltzes,  marches  and 
Christmas  selections. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  in  the  school  system  for 
their  fine  cooperation  and  friendliness.

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REPORT  OF  ART  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

The  art  program  at  the  Howe-Manning  School  is  planned  to 
develop  the  natural  creative  abilities  and  esthetic  sense  of  the  child. 

The  child  is  encouraged  to  express  himself  freely,  but  taught 
nevertheless,  such  fundamental  principles  as  he  can  comprehend. 
These  are  the  principles  of  design,  cool  color  harmony,  warm  color 
harmony,  proportion,  action,  perspective,  scale,  and  composition. 

In  order  to  develop  a  broad  consciousness  of  the  esthetic,  a  wide 
variety  of  media  and  techniques  are  employed.  The  following  have 
either  been  used  or  are  in  planning:  crayon,  water  color,  poster  paint, 
oil  crayons,  colored  paper,  paper  sculpture,  mobiles,  scratch  board, 
potato  prints,  clayola,  ceramics,  and  group  participation  murals. 

In  the  lower  grades  the  child's  natural  love  of  coloring  is  en- 
couraged. By  accepting  his  concepts  and  imposing  no  adult  standards 
upon  him,  his  eagerness  for  expression  is  permitted  to  develop.  The 
selection  of  subject  matter  is  such  that  he  is  made  more  aware  of  his 
environment  and  socially  accepted  ideas. 

In  the  middle  grades  the  variety  of  media  is  increased,  and  the 
subject  matter  more  related  to  academic  work. 

In  the  upper  grades  the  training  is  a  little  more  formal  and 
emphasis  is  upon  drawing,  perspective,  composition,  and  assembly  or 
craft  type  of  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  HANDWRITING 
SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  operation  of 
the  handwriting  program  in  the  Middleton  school  for  the  school  year 
of  1953-54. 

In  the  initial  handwriting  tests  administered  to  your  pupils  in 
September  1951,  6.2%  of  the  pupils  received  a  grade  of  "A"  (Excel- 
lent); 14.5'7r  received  a  grade  of  ''B"  (Good);  and  79.1%  scored  less 
than  "B".  In  the  tests  administered  in  June  1954,  74.1%  of  the  pupils 
received  a  grade  of  ''A";  17.3%  received  a  score  of  "B";  and  8.6% 
received  a  grade  of  less  than  "B".  Handwriting  certificates  were 
awarded  to  70%  of  your  pupils. 

During  the  school  year  w^e  graded  approximately  3000  formal 
and  9000  informal  samples  of  handwriting  for  your  pupils.  A  formal 
test  was  administered  at  four  teaching-week  intervals  and  a  report 
w^as  furnished  each  teacher  giving  a  careful  diagnosis  of  the  hand- 
writing of  each  pupil  in  the  room.  i 

We  furnished  the  following  instructional  materials:  teachers' 
outlines,  pupil  folder  outlines,  room  motivation  certificates,  handed- 
ness tests,  individual  handwriting  certificates  to  pupils  who  qualified, 
monthly  and  term  envelopes,  seals,  etc. 

My  supervisors  join  with  me  in  expressing  our  appreciation  for 
the  splendid  cooperation  we  have  received  from  you  and  your  teachers 
at  all  times.  We  are  very  pleased  with  the  results  obtained  in  your 
schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DENTAL  CLINIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

The  Dental  Clinic  has  just  completed  a  very  successful  year. 

The  clinic  is  operating  two  mornings  a  week.  The  children's  teeth 
are  examined  at  least  once  a  year  and  a  report  is  sent  home  to  the 
parents  notifying  them  of  the  dental  defects  which  are  present.  The 
parents  are  then  requested  to  consult  their  own  dentist  for  treatment 
or  they  may  request  treatment  by  the  school  dentist. 

I  has  been  very  gratifying  to  see  a  larger  number  of  the  children 
seeking  dental  treatment  either  in  the  school  or  by  the  family  dentist. 
I  believe  that  a  great  improvement  can  be  seen  in  the  condition  of 
the  children's  teeth. 

We  are  striving  not  only  to  correct  the  dental  defects  which  are 
already  present  in  the  teeth  of  these  children,  but  also  to  minimize 
future  decay  by  instructing  them  in  the  importance  of  proper  oral 
hygiene  and  in  regular  dental  checkup  by  the  dentist.
